AFL Plans to 
Take Stand 
by Itself 


San Francisco, Sept. 18 — (/P) 


The American Federation of Labor 
plans to take its stand on 1952 
congressional elections without re- 
gard to the altitude of other labor 
organizations. 


The AFL's labor league for po- 


litical education, meeting at the 
federation's annual convention, last 
night drew plans for a strictly in- 
dependent campaign — as opposed 
to the AFL-CIO unity p r o g r a m 
which featured the 1950 ccctions. 


Today Ihe delegates took time off 


from the convention business for 
a _day of siyht seeing. 


The league's administrative com- 


mittee, in rejecting the 1950 CIO- 
AFL publicil campaign, declared: 


"One 
lesson 
that we should 


have learned x x x is that labor 
can often get too much public cred- 
it for supporting a particular can- 
didate, x x x In some instances we 
only played into the hands of our 
enemies, who pointed to our own 
publicity and said, " the labor 
bosses have teamed up on me.'" 


However, if the education league 


has its way, the AFL's political 
effort won't be weakened. The com- 
mittee said it must rcdoube 
its 


efforts to get oui the votes 
for 


candidates friendly to labor. 


"There is no question," it report- 


ed, "that we have the votes to elect 
a friendy congress in 1952. But 
those votes are purely potential.

Refinery Blast 
in Illinois Is 
Fatal to 12 


Wood River, III., Sept. IB —(yn— 


A terrific explosion rocked the biR 
Shell Oil Co., refinery here last 
night killing 12 workmen. 


About 20 persons were 
injured 


seriously. 


e explosion occurred at one of 


the refinery's large oil cracking 
units when- a special night crew 
was working. 


Panic broke out as flumes lashed 


out from the explosion and envoi- i 
Oped workers. 


Four bodies were recovered soon 


after the blast. Seven other men 
died ;tt hospitals a few hours later.

"They were screaming and beg- 


ging for help, running with their 
clothes afire."

Blocked by flames, lie 
reached safety by sliding down an 
cighl-nich pipe to the ground where 
flames licked at his legs as

He is willing to put up with most 


of the blemishes of an imperfect 
world. He will fuce up to the fact 
life has 
him behind the 8-ball; 


he will, under pressure, admit to 
certain small defects in his own 
character; he does 
complain that all horse races are 
fixed just because the horse he bet 
on lost. 


In most things he will take the 


bitter with the sweet. But not when 
it comes to his cup of coffee. Here 
he stands four-square against any 
compromise. He wants c x a c t ly 
what he wants, and nothing else 
will make him- happy. 


And the real iisue before 
the 


people every day is: How to get 
a good cup of coffee. Not a good 
cup of nickel coffee. That issue has 
been fought out and lost. The prob- 


no magic art, handed down secret- 
ly from generation to generation. 
Basically.it is the alchemy of cof- 
fee, water at the right temperature 
and time. You mix them toyclh- 
cr in the proper proporlions— and 
you gel good coffee. 


The classic formula for coffee: 
"It should be hot as hades, black 


as midnight, and strong as a good 
woman's love." 


If you get a cupful of that,

doesn't make much d i f f e r once 
whether
